She said the 
chamber should proportion the 
membership charges to firms-on 
the basis of their gross intake 
and that collections should be 
made by the directors, not the 
secretary.

The display will be a feature 
of the annual convention of the 
National Association of Sanita- 
rians in Miami Beach, says Fred 
Safay of Jacksonville, National 
president. 

Safay, a member of the Flo-
